Winnipeg, July 38 —The Liberal Progrenive government 
of Premier John Bracken, which held thirty-eix eeaU at du- 
eolution of the laet Manitoba Legislature, had elected eigh- 
teen members m provincial returns trickled in today and 
were leading in the race for eix other seats of the fifty three 
at stake in yesterday's polling. « 

With voting deferred until August 31 in The Pas, 
northern riding in which Mr. Bracken is candidate, and 
Knpert's Land, where Provincial Treasurer E. A. McPherson 
is candidate, it appeared possible this afternoon that, if 
voting should follow the present trend, the two government 
members would face electors in their own ridings with 
twenty-four elected supporters. 

Although Ltberal-ProfreualT.0 wtr* 
(seed with th. poaolblltty they would 
not hav. a clear majority In the elec- 
tkm standing as known up to this 
afternoon, the Conservatives had 
elected seven, the Social Credit Party 
three and CCF one, and there was 
one Independent. 

Only L. St. George Stubbs, who 
rolled up a tremendous rote In Win¬ 
nipeg, was assured of election In the 
ten-member city constituency. Vot¬ 
ing is by proportional representa¬ 
tion. 

The eounf In single member con¬ 
stituencies Is by alternative vote, 
and a second count appeared certain 
in at least eleven ridings.

The price of gasoline dropped to IS 
cents a gallon at all stations this 
morning. 

This la 2 cents under the wholesale 
price of 26 cents a gallon, which has 
not changed despite the falling re¬ 
tail market. However, it la under¬ 
stood that operators of stations will 
receive a rebate. 

The reason for the extra S cents 
drop In the price of gasoline to the 
consumer was not given, though the 
Texaco distributors intimated that 
the other companies were trying to 
squeeze them out. 

“It's going to be a tough Job." one 
of their men said, "We're a pretty big 
outfit." 

Distributors of major gasoline cocn- 
paniee said there had beeh no appre¬ 
ciable rise In the sale of their pro¬ 
ducts. though Texaco reported a Mg 
jump.

J a'“profit boom" at the expense of the 
Japanese agricultural population ' and has 
brought no permanent reward to the industrial 
working classes, according to the Far Eastern 
Survey of the Institute of Pacific Relations. 

, * Pointing out that it is this fact, rather than 
the threat to foreign competitors, which is one 
of the real menaces of the Japanese trade gain, 
Mr. William L. Holland, research secretary. 
Institute of Pacific Relations, asserts that “the 
general indices of wage rates and earnings in 
Japan are Still below the 1929 level and em¬ 
ployment has only just reached that level after 
six years.'* 

The purchasing power and real earnings 
of Japanese workers have diminished 7 per cent 
since 1932, thus wiping out the advance gained 
in real wages duf/ng 1931 and 1932.--it is 
held. The evidence shows, however that even 
during the depression the Japanese industrial 
worker fared relatively better than many groups 
of American industrial employees. For all his 
low absolute level of earnings, the Japanese 
worker did not suffer such a catastrophic re¬ 
duction of income as did the American worker 


Surprise In Manitoba 

P REMIER BRACKEN AND HfS 

Liberal-Progressive government in the 
Manitoba general elections yesterday did not 
fare as well as had been predicted from Win¬ 
nipeg. In the last House he had thirty-six 
supporters out of the total membership of fifty- 
five, and there were nine Conservatives, fi Ve^ 
Labor and two Independents. Latest returns 
today indicate that although Mr. Bracken with 
eighteen supporters elected and six others lead¬ 
ing will have, the largest following, he will no 
longer command an absolute majority of the 
House. 

The Conservatives with seven elected and 
nine leading have made gains. But the sur-. 
prise to outsiders is the appearance of Social 
Credit in M*nitoba. with three memberi elected 
and one other leading. This comes at a time 
when many had thought that Social Credit 
was discredited and on its way out because of 
disappointments in Alberta. Now it must be 
asked whether Aberhartism may not be more 
toughly rooted on the prairies than was sus¬ 
pected. Hie C.C.F. will also appear in the 
new House with one to four members, and 
there is 4he probability that there will be one 
fully acknowledged Communist member. 

Manitoba has never been particularly re¬ 
ceptive to the radicalism of the more westerly 
parts of the prairies. The fact that such radi¬ 
calism is now spreading eastward is an index 
of the political unsettlement of the great ag¬ 
ricultural area between the Rockies and the 
Great Lakes.

The immediate outlook for the American 
or European exporter is not comforting. With¬ 
out a very great expansion of world trade or 
a radical reversal in Japanese internal policy 
in* favor of higher taxes and wages—neither 
of which seems likely—there is grave risk that 
the position of Japan's working classes will 
deteriorate still further.

Cioser Ties 

N earer approach of Britain 

and United Slate* i* seen as a by¬ 
product of the turbulent scene Europe i* pre¬ 
senting politically. Mr. J. L. Garvin, in one 
of his Sunday editorials m Tbe London Ob¬ 
server. points out that Britain must rearm swiftly 
knd extensively. Her army, navy and air force 
need expansion and they need it at once. How¬ 
ever, he says Britain is short of skilled labor 
in some trades and even shorter of certain 
specialized kinds of machinery. So. the neces¬ 
sary rebuilding cannot be done at home within 
tbe time available. 

“The United States, whose potentiality of 
aircraft production is equal to that of all the 
rest of the world put together, could supply 
us with a thousand first-line planes, or more," 
Mr. Garvin writes, “with light auxiliary vessels 
and their armament as required by the navy 
under the new conditions: with much of the 
equipment for the regular army and the terri¬ 
torials: with the gauges and machine tools which 
home industry alone cannot supply in sufficient 
quantity at the necessary speed." 

During the war tbe vast manufacturing re¬ 
sources of United States were called upon to 
supply the Allies. Mr. Garvin says these re¬ 
sources could ha similarly tapped now if a 
settlement of the British war debt to United- 
States were arranged. He urges such a settle¬ 
ment, the possibility of which has been hinted 
at in other quarters. It all points in the direc¬ 
tion of stronger ties—commercial, at least—be¬ 
tween Britain and United States in the face of 
a Europe going berserk.

THINGS THAT MAY HAPPEN 
(From New York Herald Tribune) 
Much can happen In a quarter 
century It probably is a fair state¬ 
ment that previous civilisations 
have seen but three truly destructive 
kinds of catastrophes: Disease, de¬ 
cadence and war. 

Disease undoubtedly has been 
curbed, yet the history of war-time 
Influenza |* enough to prove the 
curb Imperfect Ruin In war is at 
least as probable as that everybody 
Wllj die of old age. Greatest of all 
chances of collapse, if history be a 
guide, is national or even world-wide 
decadence. 

What, for example. Fill be the 
bodily or mental consequence* of 
sudden abandonment of physical 
exercise by a whole nation whose 
grandfathers walked to work, did 
their own chores and rode» horse¬ 
back when they had to travel? It { 
la too soon even to guess in either : 
the optimistic sense or the pessimis¬ 
tic one. 


Control Of Pneumonia 

C ancer and tuberculosis 

are being fought with the aid of ipecial 
societies which aim to teach public and phy- 
ikiani the importance of recognizing the first 
lymptoms and treating the ailments in their early 
itagea. A limilar society for the control of 
pneumonia ii luggested by Dr. Thomaa Ord¬ 
way, dean of Albany Medical College. For 
prevention of pneumonia deatha, it ia impor¬ 
tant to recognize symptoma early, to determine 
the type of pneumonia in ita early atagea, and 
to give aerum early in appropriate caaes. Dr. 
Ordway pointed out at the recent meeting of 
the American Association for the Advancement 
of Science. 

The ley public, and particularly employeri 
of labor and other services, need to know |he 
importance of early diagnosis and treatment of 
pneumonia and how such early attention may 
lessen the danger of death from pneumonia by 
preventing the spread of the disease through 
the lobes of the lungs. The old-time family 
doctor knew what he was doing when he 
’’scolded and scared" his patient and thus made 
him avoid fatigue and exposure and induced 
him to remain in bed by dogmatically and em¬ 
phatically declaring that he was "threatened" 
with pneumonia. 

"It is unfortunate, even appalling;" Dr. 
Ordway said, "that the medical profession as 
a whole has not grasped, or at least has not 
impressed oo the ley public, their patients, the 
importance of such terms as bronchitis and 
pleurisy. When patients are given such an 
opinion neither the individual nor his family

been followed by that of the heart, of 
the kidneys, and even of the lining 
of the abdominal cavity. There also 
are cases which connect Infection of 
the tonsils with chronic colds and 
sinus infections. Infections of the 
ears, disturbances of the nervous 
system, and rheumatic disorders. 

• • • 

No one ever has determined Just 
why we have tonsils. Apparently they 
serve some purpose in taking care of 
infectious germs that get into the 
throat. 

When the tonsils become infected 
they swell and there la pain, soreness, 
difficulty in swallowing, swelling of 
the glands in the throat, high fever, 
rapid pulse, general weakness, and 
an appearance of illness. 

The germ that Is most frequently 
responsible for tonsllltis is the strep¬ 
tococcus. A germ of the same general 
nature also te responsible for various 
forms of heart disease, rheumatism, 
erysipelas and scarlet fever. 

Once the tonsils have been seriously 
Infected, they are likely to become 
infected sgaln end again. 

see 

A child with tonsillitis should bs 
put to bed immediately. When a 
physician Is called, he usually will 
apply suitable antiseptics directly to f 
the throat to destroy the germs that j 
are on the surface He will do what i 
he can to control the fever, and hs | 


■ will prescribe remedies which- are 
j helpful. 

Application of an lee bag or of hot 
i packs will give relief from the pain 
and soreness . * r 

A gargle with a small amount of 
baking soda will help to clear the 
throat of mucus, and will make It 
feel more comfortable. 

Doctors do not. however, place 
much confidence In gargles for elim¬ 
inating Infection. 

Bear In mind that tonsillitis is es-. 
peclally dangerous because of 1U 
secondary effects. The condition It¬ 
self is seldom fatal, but the possi¬ 
bility of an Infected ear. Infected 
Joints, or heart disease te so serious 
that a sore throat and chronically 
inflamed tonsils should never bs 
neglected. 

Removal of tbe tonsils te not 
dangerous. It has been well estab¬ 
lished that such an operation will 
lessen the Incidence of sore throat 
and make less likely the occurrence 
of scarlet fever and of diphtheria. 

Wholesale removal of tonsils, how¬ 
ever. te not warranted. At present 
most doctors are convinced that tbs 
correct method for removing the 
tonsils, usually, te the surgical 
method rather than their slow de¬ 
struction by electricity.

Bare him aa far as you can from the cruel fate that makes tha 
lot of the Illegitimate child one of the moat pathetic oa earth. Clot 
known the poor little fellow will have handicap* enough without haring 
the ostracism of hla father's family added to them. 

Of course, when parents are confronted with their eon's child, who has 
been born without the law. their first Impulse la to lay all the blame upag» 
the mother. They are sure that ghe la wholly at fault and that sh e la a rlia 
creature without rlrtue or honesty who has lured their boy from the 
straight and narrow path. Sometimes thla la true. Often It la not. Very 
often the child’s mothar la, in reality, a girl of good principles, one who la 
pure In heart, but who haa been swept away from her moorings on a tidal 
wave of paaslon that the lacked the strength to resist. 

Such appears to be the case of your son's sweetheart. Evidently she 
has nobility of soul and character that make* her accept the responsi¬ 
bility for her wrong-doing, or else, like so many other gl»1» I* each a 
desperate plight as she was. she would have deserted her babe at birth 
and glven.lt for adoption. But she did not do thla. She kept the child, 
though It ‘was her badge of shame. She bravely shouldered the burden 
of supporting It. though It held her hack at every step. No basically 
Immoral woman does this. No light woman. Only a saddened, sobered 
girl who stumbled off of the straight and narrow path, but who haa 
climbed back on It through repentance and tears. 

X think If you accept this child and hla mother you will make not only 
a great and generous gesture but that you will do the thing that will do 
more than anything else to bring peace and comfort to your own hearts and 
to assuage your grief for your boy. For. remember that he sinned aa wall as 
the girl, and you will be paying hla scores against society, against the girl, 
against tha child aa far aa they can be paid in this world. Certainly you 
can erect no more beautiful and enduring monument to your son’s memory 
than forglveneae and help to hla sweetheart and hla boy.
